PLAN TO ABOLISH 
APPELLATE COURTS 


KILLED IN HOUSE 


AUSTIN, May 9.—(>!>)—A plan to 
abolish the 11 state courts of civil 
appeals was killed by the house 
of representatives today. 


A vote of 78 to 42 tabled a pro- 
posed 
constitutional 
amendment 
which would have eliminated 
thn 
intermediate courts and expanded 
the supreme court from three to 
nine members. The court now is 
aided by a six-man commission. 
Rep. R. R. Donaghey, Vernon 
attorney and author of the pro- 
posal, asserted the people should 
be permitted an opportunity to 
vote on the Issue. 
'Elimination of 
the 
appeals 
courts would save the state about 
$300,000 a year," he argued. "Why 
have an Intermediate court? Why 
not go directly to 
the 
supreme 
court? Many lawyers I have talked 
to favor this move to expedite lit- 
igation. The delay caused by fight- 
ing the case through two courts 
often results In favor of one par- 
ty."Rep. A. T. Derden of Marlln, al- 
so an attorney, opposed the resolu- 
tion as "dangerous tampering wiht 
our fundamental judicial system. 
"Two thousand cases a year are 
disposed of by the appeals courts," 
Derden said. "It would be physic- 
ally Impossible for the supreme 
court to keep up with Its docket. 
No Judge could do good work who 
is permitted only an hour and a 
half to read all the briefs In a case 
and write an opinion. This would 
be a serious mistake." He made the 
motion to table. _^

Imperial Paul, the World-Changer, Had Too 


Varied a Life for Mirroring on Screen—His 
Human Relations — An Eloquent Farewell 
Address.

Motion pictures are 
nowadays men. For I shrank not from de 


going In for historical 
subjects; 


hut no producer has had the au- 
dacity to attempt to film the life 
of the Apostle Paul. He Is too big 
for any screen. No picture could 
begin to record the adventures (re- 
cnll the mob scenes ), the trav- 
els, the speeches, the personal re- 
lationships, of this worklngman- 
scholar, 
this 
pedestrian-orator, 


this prisoner-p*rophet, this lone or- 
ganizer and imperialist. On all 
tho horizon of history we can dis- 
cern no other figure 
like 
unto 
Paul's, He has had 
successors, 
such as John Huss, of Bohemia; 
Martin Luther, of Germany; John 
Knox, of Scotland; Savonarola, of 
Florence; but no equal. The enter- 
prises that he launched, and which 
we have been studying In 
these 
current Lessons, still sweep on In 
world-girdling vigor. What a man! 


If conditions In his day created 
a Paul, why may we not hope that 
out of our present world 
chaos 
there may emerge a kindred fig- 
ure, to pioneer the great simpli- 
cities of the teachings of Jesus Into 
the modern realms where they are 
largely Inoperative? The bigness 
of the task, and the fullness 
of 
God's promised enabling, are ela- 
quently present; only the small- 
nos of man's own conception of 
his mission hinders. Why are big 
men so little in such an epochal 
time? Why are the ears of talent- 
ed youth deaf to the call of the 
crisis? 
God give us men! A time like this 
demands 


Strong minds, great hearts, 
faith, and ready hands; 
true 


clarlng unto you the whole coun- 
sel of God. Take heed unto your- 
selves, and to all the . flock, 
In 


which the Holy Spirit hath made 
you bishops, to feed the church of 
the Lord which he purchased with 
his own blood, 
my

Rough Stuff 
This sensitive-spirited Paul did 
not shrink from the hurly-burly 
of life. Although he was delicately 
fibred, easily hurt, and alert to 
tho finer things of life, he did not 
seek a cloistered corner for him- 
self. Instead, he plunged Into the 
thick of adventurous activity. He 
who might have been a sheltered 
scholar In the seclusion of the 
Temple Area of Jerusalem, chose 
to follow the humble trade 
of 
weaver; and, supporting himself, 
travelled In poverty to the central 
spots .of Rome's far-flung domain. 
Ho faced hostile crowds; was im- 
prisoned, beaten, 
stoned, 
ship- 


wrecked, left for dead; only to 
take up afresh his task of telling 
the story destined to make over 
the world. Instead of • shunning 
the, places where he had been Ill- 
treated, he returned again and 
again, to strengthen the brethren 
and to build up the church. 


Like a master strategist, 
Paul 
concentrated his force upon his 
pivotal centers of the great cities. 
.City news 
spreads 
everywhere. 
His longest sojourn, about three 
years, waa at Ephesus, the queen 
city of Asia Minor, seat of one of 
the Seven Wonders of the World, 
the temple and statue of Diana, 
the mother goddess of Asia. He ar- 
gued in the synagogue, he lectured 
in the hired hall of Tyrannus, he 
spoke on the street corners, 
he 


visited from house to house, he 
taught the growing gatherings ot 
disciples. 
Sensational 
Incidents 


abounded — the expose of the seven 
sons of Sceva, the burning of the 
book.i of magic, the riots amongst 
the Jews; the city-wide revolt led 
by Demetrius, 
the 
silversmith, 


with lt;i throaty mob gathered In 
the great theatre yelling for the 
space of two hours, "Great is Di- 
ana of tho Epheslans!" until stilled 
by tho town clerk, with his words 
of wisdom. 


Ephesus, Old and New 
Thrilling memories stir the oc- 


casional traveller who gets to the 
ruins of Ephesus, as I have re- 
peatedly done. No evidence of the 
famous Temple of Diana remains; 
although there are ruined churches, 
including 
the 
great 
"Double 


Church" wherein the early Chris- 
tian councils were hold. The whole 
place is redolent with memories 
of Paul, and of John, and of Mary, 
the mother of Jesus, and, of Luke 
a,nd Timothy and 
Apolos 
and 


other Christian leaders. 


A Great Man's Farewell 


As he hastened on from Greece 


to Jerusalem, whore he wanted to 
be for Pentecost, Paul called the 
elders of tho 
Epheslan 
church- 


down to Miletus. That farewell 
scone and address are one of the 
high spots of all literature. Then 
need no comment: 


"And when they were come to 


him, ho said unto them. 
"Ye yourselves know, from the 


first; day that I set foot In Asia, 
after what manner I was with you 
all the time, serving the Lord 'with 
all lowliness of mind, and ' with 
tsars, and with trials which be- 
fell me by the plots of the Jews; 
how I shrank not from declaring 
unto you anything that was prof- 
itable, and teaching you publicly, 
and from house to house, testify- 
ing both to Jews and to Greek* re- 
pentance toward God, and faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Christ, And 
now, bahold, I go bound in the 
spirit unto Jerusalem, not know 
ing the things that shall befall me 
there: save that the Holy Spirit 
testlfleth unto me in every city, 
saying that bonds and affllcatloni 
abide me. But I hold not my life 
of any account as dear unto my- 
self, so that I may accomplish my 
course, and the ministry which I 
received from the Lord Jesus, to 
testify the gospel of the grace of 
God, 
And now, behold, I 
know 
.that ye all, among whom I want 
about preaching the kingdom, shall 
see my face no more, wherefore 
I testify unto you this day, that

i Poison bait material for control 
fof any possible grasshopper .Infes- 
tation In Navarro county will be 
furnished by tho Federal Bureau 
of Entomology. This statement was 
made this week by H. C. Robinson, 
county agent. 


, i It is Impossible to tell how serl- 
-Jo\ia tho grasshopper problem will 
be, but preliminary egg counts by 
entomologists of Texas A. and M. 
college indicate the possibility and 
likelihood of serious and damaging 
infestations in some areas In the 
county. It Is pointed out that the 
situation can develop very rapidly 
as vegetation in pastures and oth- 
er hatching places of tho hoppers 
dries up in the late spring, and the 
entomologists recommend and urge 
that the young hoppers be poison- 
ed in tho hatching areas before the 
migration starts to the cultivated 
crops. 
Robinson said that distribution of 
the poison material will be handled 
through local mixing station! as in 
former years. The material furntsh- 
^•d Includes wheat brain, which 
Vnust bo matched locally by an 
equal volume of substitute mater- 
ial, usually sawdust, and sufficient 
sodium arsenate poison to complete 
the bait. The poison mash Is mixed 
at these stations and delivered to 
formers 
ready to be broadcast 


• Wherever needed. This method has 
proven entirely satisfactory and ef- 
fective in controlling these pests 
during the past couple of years. 
Farmers In communities bothr- 
ed with grasshoppers in sufficient 
numbers to warrant control meas- 
ures should communicate with the 
county agent for details regarding

Pox has two forms, the dry 
form which affects the nose, face, 
wattles, skin of the comb and 
sometimes tho feet. The wot pox, 
or canker, affects the larnyx, up- 
per end of the windpipe and lin- 
ing of the mouth. Both types arc 
very dangerous and is caused by 
a germ, or by flies, mites, etc. 
Dampness is often a cause, also. 
When symptoms begin to show, 
vaccinate at once. It is best to 
vaccinate the chicks from the age 
of six to 12 weeks old and in tho 
months of Afay, June nnd July, In 
dry, warm weather.

AUSTIN, May 11.—(SplO—"It is 
logical that annually upon the sec- 
ond Sunday in May an Increasing 
Interest In Mother's Day should 
be noted. This 
observance 
not 


only pavs tribute to tho mothers 
of yesterday, but &l»o serves to 
emphasize that, despite great, ad- 
vances In the field of obstetrics, 
the penalty yot experienced by 
womanhood In childbirth still la 
pathetically too high," states Dr. 
George W. Cox, state health offi- 
cer."Officials can efficiently 
copo 
with public health problems, such 
as assuring pure water and milk 
to consumers and other pharos of 
disease control. These lend them- 
selves readily to organized efforts. 
However, when the problem In- 
volves personal conduct the solu- 
tion becomes more difficult* 
"Physicians and public 
health 


officials realize that scientific In- 
formation and the part that the 1 
Individual must play In personally 
applying such knowledge are very 
different matters. The high ma- 
ternal mortality rate Is an exam- 
ple of this fact. 
4*In the light of 
present-day 
knowledge, nearly 30,000 
annual 
deaths In the United states asso- 
ciated with maternity can mean 
only that medical science Is not 
being given a fair chance in pre- 
vention. 
"Expectant mothers must real- 
is* that both for their own Bake 
and for that of the new life the 
time to become Interested In a suc- 
cessful outcome Is the moment tho 
expectancy Is realized. It BO hap- 
pens, however, that 
too 
many 
mothers fall to surround them- 
selves with tho medical advice and 
protection that nro so Important 
not only at the conclusion of the 
gestation period but throughout 
the entire term. Many of the con- 
ditions cause needless 
maternal 
mortality that can be traced to 
Ignorance of, or Indifference to 
this primary guard. 
"Or, to express It positively, ev- 
ery expectant mother should be 
under tho supervision of a physi- 
cian during tha entire prenatal 
period, until this fact is more gen- 
erally appreciated the present loss 
of maternal life will probably con- 
tinue."

SOUTHERN SENATORS DIVID- 


ED ON QUESTION AFTER 


FARM AID APPROVED 


WASHINGTON, May 9.— (JR— A 
proposal for subsidizing' American 
cotton exports created a new con- 
troversy in the senate today, fol- 
lowing approval of an extra $382,- 
075,000 for farm aid. 
A group led by Senator Bank- 
head (D-Ala) sought to place the 
cotton subsidy in the $1,215,000,000 
bill appropriating funds for tho 
agriculture department. 
Another group of southerners, in- 
cluding Senators Smith (D-SC) and 
GeGorge (D.-Ga.), pledged a finish 
fljrht against the proposal. 
Bankhead's plan, put forward as 
a compromise with recommenda- 
tions of President Roosevelt, call* 
for a government subsidy of about 
$10 a Dale on new cotton shipped 
abroad, up to 6,000,000 bales. The 
president had suggested that the 
subsidy be used to reduce the pres- 
ent government loan stocks of 
more than 11,000,000 bales. 
The dispute over the subsidy plan 
was the only major issue await- 
ing disposal before final action on 
the record-breaking farm bill. 
The senate approved committee 
and other amendments yesterday 
which added, among other items, 
•$225,000,000 for parity payments to 
producers of cotton, corn, wheat, 
tobacco and rice; $113,000,000 for 
surplus crop disposal, and $25,000,- 
000 for farm tenancy loans. 
These funds would be in addi- 
tion to the $500,000,000 soil conser- 
vation benefits approved by tho 
house, along with an 
estimated 
$90,000,000 for surplus crop disposal 
and $24,984,500 for the farm ten- 
ancy program. 
Tho house had rejected $250,000,- 
000 for parity payments and $160,- 
000,000 additional for surplus crop 
disposal, but farm leaders believe 
it will reverse Its stand in view of 
the senate action. 
While the senate was voting on 
the additions, Secretary Morgen- 
thau of the treasury told reporters 
he was "greatly disturbed" by tho 
prospect of such an increase in tho 
$3,300,000,000 federal deficit esti- 
mated • for 
the 
year .beginning 
July 1. 
He said congress should levy new 
taxes to cover the excess; but vari- 
ous proposals to enact farm pro- 
ceasing- taxes have received little 
favor among the lawmakers.

Senator Bilbo (D-Miss)~belleves the 
cotton export subsidy proposal now 
before the senate would make Sec- 
retary Wallace "a supremo dictator 
of the world's price on cotton." 
"If cotton is king, then Secre- 
atry Wallace will be king of kings, 
he told a radio audience (NBC) 
last night.

GENEVA, May 11.—(ff)—At the 
request of Soviet Russia the League 
of Nations today postponed its 
council session, originally set for 
next Monday, until a week later. 
Russia was understood to have 
asked postponement both to give 
Vladimir P. Potemkin, assistant 
foreign commissar, time to reach 
Geneva after. reporting on his re- 
cent Near Eastern tour and per- 
mit conversations with other pow- 
ers on problems to be considered. 
League sources said other coun- 
cil members had approved the Rus- 
sian request. 
Both Foreign Secretary Viscount 
Halifax of Britain 
and 
Foreign 
Secretary Georges Bonnet of France 
are expected to attend. (London 
sources said the Geneva meeting 
would provide 
opportunity

further Brltish-Russlan-French al- 
liance negotiations.)

of the subsidy) shall be conclusive 
and it is not subject to any re- 
straints or reviews by any author- 
ity of our government. 


Bilbo, describing the plan as "the 
wildest, the most fantastic, and the 
most economically unsound scheme 
yet hatched by theorists," said a 
two cents a pound export subsidy 
would drive the world price down 
from eight to six cents a pound. 
This would bring about retali- 
ation from other cotton producing 
countries and force the rate of the 
subsidy higher, he argued. 
Bilbo contended payment of ad- 
ditional bonuses to American grow- 
cents a pound 
parity 
payment 
would be a better course to follow 
"Let us take this two and one- 
half cents and pay it to the cotton 
farmers,, rather .than to foreign 
spinners and consumers," he said 
"Should cotton go as . low aa six 
cents per pound, our farmers, with 
this parity payment,, would receive 
better than the present loan pro- 
vision of 8.3 cents per pound?*

FRENCH OFFICIALS CONGRA- 


TULATE FORMER KING 


ON BROADCAST 


VERDUN, France, May 6.—(/P>— 
The Duke of Windsor received 
hearty 
congratulations 
from 


French officials today for his pica 
—broadcast "simply as a soldier ot 
the last war"—to "save humanity 
from the 
terrible 
fate 
whicn 


hreators It." 
He was greeted by a group of 
Mcuse department officials short- 
ly before he and his American 
sorn duchess began an automobile 
trip back to Paris after a tour 
of world war battle sectors. 
The French press,--llko 
British 
newspapers, gave prominent dis- 
play to tho duke's brief address of 
last night, but refrained 
from 
comment. Semi-official and diplo- 
matic sources in France said the 
speech wus "welcome" In its ap- 
peal for the maintenance of peace. 
'I sptak simply as a soldier ol 
the last war whose most earnest 
prayer is that such cruel and de- 
structive madness 
shall 
never 
again overtake mankind," the for- 
mer /British monarch said. 
"Tho grave anxieties of the time 


in which -we live compels me to 
raise my voice in expression of 
the universal longing to -be de- 
livered from the fears that beset 
us, and to rturn to normal condi- 
tions. 
"The problems that concern us at 
tho moment are only the repro- 
ductions on a large scale of the 
jealousies and suspicions of ev- 
eryday life. In our personal con- 
tacts we strive to live in harmony 
with our fellowmen. 
Otherwise 


modern 
civilization could 
never 
have come into existence. 
"Somehow, I feel that my words 
tonight will find a sincere echo 
in the hearts of all who 
hear 
thorn. It la not for me to put 
forward concrete proposals; that 
must ba left to those who have 
tho power to guide their nations 
toward closed understanding. God 
grant that they may accomplish 
that great task before it is too 
late."Not Broadcast In Britain. 
(The address was not broadcast 
by tha British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration. The Dally Mail of Lon- 
don, which said the tone of the 
appeal was "unuexceptionable and 
would "resound in all the chan- 
celleries of the world," declared 
tho Issue of whether it should 
bo broadcast "would probably not 
have presented Itself as a delicate 
problem" of the royal court had 
been in London. King Georve VI 
'and Queen Elizabeth are now en- 
route to Canada and the United 
States. 
(An editorial in 
the 
London 
Evening Standard said the "error" 
of the Duke of Windsor in broad- 
casting while their Majesties are 
en route to America "cannot ex- 
cuse the stupidity of the BBC" in 
not relaying tho speech in Eng- 
land. It added: 
"Thla morning all Britain has 
read the Duke's pronouncement. 
Why should they not have heard 
It last night? x x x An attempt 
to Impose censorship which does 
not gain Its object is worse than 
no censorship at all."

Papers Avoid Comment. 
LONDON, May 
9.—<ff>—British 
newspapers published accounts to- 
day of the Duke of Windsor's 
peace appeal but almost without 
exception avoided editorial com- 
ment. 
Three 
London 
newspapers 
front-paged the speech—two with 
big headlines, the News Chronicle: 
and the Express. Tha dally Tele- 
gram carried a brief front page 
item. 


The Times printed three-quar- 
ters of a column among other for- 
eign news items. The Dally Mall 
carried the text of the 
radio 
speech under a large headline. 
The Daily Mail commented ed- 
itorially that the tone of the ap- 
peal was "unexceptionable" 
and 


would "resound in all the chalcel- 
lories of the world." 


The Dally Mall observed it had 
been said that the British Broad- 
casting Corporation did not carry 
the speech, because "a broadcast 
of the Duke's -voice so soon after 
the departure of the King might 
have led to entirely unfounded as- 
sumptions -x x x." 


(King George VT, who succeeded 
former King Edward VIII on the 
throne, sailed on a goodwill trip 
to America last Saturday.) 
"The issue would probably- not 
have presented istelf as a delicate 
problem if the court had been In 
London," the Dally Mail said.

CONGRESS REMOVE 


BUSINESS BRAKES 


DECLARES ROOSEVELT IN- 
TERFERENCE RIDICULOUS; 
LIVING UNDER DEMOCRACY 


WASHINGTON, May 
Secretary Morgenthau asserted to- 
day the treasury intends to ask 
congress to remove business deter- 
rents from the tax laws, 
A reporter asked whether Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had virtually for- 
bidden him to present a tax revis- 
ion program to congress. 
Morgenthau replied: 
"That's ridiculous. We're living 
under a democracy, thank God." 
Although declining to discuss any 
details of his tax views, Morgen- 
thau said specifically he stood by 
a press conference statement of a 
few months ago that he hoped con- 
gress would clear the tax laws of 
business deterrents and thus en- 
courage business to take normal 
investment risks. 
He also asserted he stood by his 
March 3 letter to Chairman Har- 
rison (D-Mlss) of the senate fi- 
nance committee and Chairman 
Doughton (D-NC) of the house 
ways and means committee promis- 
ing to present certain unspecified 
tax studies whenever the commit- 
tees wanted them. Morgenthau ex- 
pects the house committee to sum- 
mon him In about a week. 
The treasury secretary's tax re- 
commendations, formulated main- 
ly 
by 
Undersecretary John W. 
Hanes, a former Wall street broker, 
have been reported to include con- 
solidation of the present four cor- 
porations' operating losses of one 
year against the profits of the fol- 
lowing year, and numerous other 
technical changes desired by busi- 
nessmen.
